Chakra” to the under mentioned persons for the acts of conspicuous gallantry 


1. SHR1 REL DEO SANGMA. CONSTABLE, MEMBER OF THE 

SPECIAL OPERATION TEAM. MEGHALAYA POLICE 

(POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award: 07 December, 2008] 

On December 7, 2008, Shri Rel Deo Sangma, Constable, Meghalaya 
Police, was given the task of arresting the ‘Liberation of Achik Elite Force’ 
(LAEF) militants. The assault party of 4 members approached the suspected 
house in the village by giving cover to each other. Shri Sangma who was on the 
front called out loudly to the hidden LAEF militants and asked them to come out 
and lay down their arms/weapons. Suddenly, there was firing from inside at the 
Police team. The team retaliated in self defence. Shri Sangma made a tactical 
move and jumped to a place from where he could see the militants and fired 
directly at them. He hit one of the militants and was able to neutralize him and 
asked his team to advance with him providing fire cover. In the mean time, the 
militants started running out and started indiscriminate firing at the police team in 
which one of the bullets hit Shri Sangma, as a result of which he died on the spot. 
During the encounter, Shri Sangma chose to be in the firing line and cleared the 
way for his other colleagues to intercept the militants. The slain militant was 
identified as a self styled commander of the LAEF. The Police team also 
managed to arrest one of the militants. 

Shri Rel Deo Sangma displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and made 
the supreme sacrifice in the call of duty. 

2. 1065685 MAJOR PUSHPENDER SINGH. RAJPUTANA RIFLESL/ 
28 ASSAM RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award: 06 March, 2009] 

On 06 March 2009, Major Pushpender Singh, based on specific inputs 
about presence of top leadership of a terrorist group, launched a joint operation 
with Imphal Police Commandos in general area in Imphal, Manipur. In the 
process of establishment of inner cordon, police party was heavily fired upon and 
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pinned down by the terrorists at about 0130 hours on 07 Mar 2009. The officer 
quickly analysed the situation and cut off all escape routes. Showing 
inspirational leadership, he started advancing towards the target area where he 
spotted two terrorists firing indiscriminately. The officer narrowly missed certain 
death and in swift retaliation, with complete disregard to his personal safety 
charged onto the well entrenched two terrorists and shot them dead in hail of 
bullets from close quarters. 


The officer crawled and personally lobbed grenade inside the hide out from 
where two more terrorists were firing on to the own troops. Suddenly, one 
terrorist came out and started firing all around indiscriminately. The officer 
immediately grabbed the opportunity and with sharp shooting skill, killed him on 
the spot. The valiant officer further crawled about 30 meters and lobbed another 
grenade and made forced entry to the hide out inspite of momentous peril to life. 
The terrorist hiding inside opened fire at the officer. The officer boldly charged at 
the terrorist and killed him. Thus the officer single handedly killed four top 
leaders of a terrorist group including its Chairman and his Deputy Chief. 


Major Pushpender Singh showed inspirational leadership, aggressive spirit, 
raw courage and unparalleled bravery while fighting the terrorists. 


3. SHRI BHOPAL SINGH. SUB INSPECTOR (GENERAL DUTY), 

SASHASTRA SEEMLA BAL (POSTHUMOUS) 


[Effective date of the award: 23 April, 2009] 

On April 23, 2009, Shri Bhopal Singh, alongwith 9 other Sashastra Seema 
Bal personnel deployed at Warengdisha, NC Hills (Assam), moved towards 
‘Kalachand’ where troops of 17 th BN were stationed to collect communication 
equipments and other material. While returning to Warengdisha, an ambush took 
place and the party came under heavy firing from insurgents from both sides of 
the road near Maibong. Shri Singh in the face of imminent danger to his life 
promptly swung into action. He fired from the vehicle and then jumped down to 
counter the ambush. He led the troops, constantly firing at the insurgents and 
successfully thwarted the attack. The insurgents had to flee from the spot. 

In the operation, Shri Bhopal Singh sustained injury on his forehead and 
died a martyr’s death on the spot. He not only saved the lives of his subordinates 
but also prevented loss of arms and ammunition and other Govt, stores, 

Shri Bhopal Singh showed unparalleled valour and courage and laid down 
his life in fighting the insurgents. 
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4 1061390 MAJOR SURESH SURL KUMAON REGIMENT /13 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award: 22 September, 2009] 

Based on specific intelligence built by Major Suresh Suri, cordon around 
the suspected house in a village in Jammu & Kashmir was established on 
22 September 2009 at 1430hrs. 

Major Suresh Suri was part of inner cordon. He alongwith three Other 
Ranks entered the house to search for the hideout. On the second floor of house 
the officer found some suspicious loose planks of wood on the roof where the 
hideout was expected. The officer scaled the roof with his buddy to achieve 
surprise. They however came under heavy fire from the terrorists and got 
seriously injured. The officer despite being injured retaliated with fire from his 
Rifle AK-47 and also lobbed a hand grenade, killing one terrorist and injuring the 
other. The second terrorist took cover in the hideout and started firing 
indiscriminately, causing injuries to other personnel of the search party. The 
officer ensured safe evacuation of injured comrades before succumbing to his 
injuries. 

Major Suresh Suri displayed most conspicuous act of bravery, comradarie 
and exemplary leadership in counter terrorist operation and made the supreme 
sacrifice while fighting the terrorists. 


5. MS. RUKHSANA KOSSER. SHAHDARA SHARIEF (MORHA 
KALSIk TEHSIL - THANAMANDL DISTT.-RAIOURL JAMMU & 
KASHMIR. 

& 

6 . SHRIAIAZ AHMED. SHAHDARA SHARIEF (MORHA KALSJh 
TEHSIL - THANAMANDL DISTRICT-RATPURL JAMMU & 
KASHMIR. 

[Effective date of the award: 27 September, 2009] 

On September 27, 2009 at around 2130 hours, three dreaded militants of 
Lashker-e-Taiba forced entry into the house of Shri Noor Ahmed, resident of 
Shahdara Sharief, District-Rajouri, Jammu and Kashmir and started beating him 
and his family members mercilessly. His daughter Ms. Rukhsana Kosser and son 
Shri Ajaz Ahmed, who were sleeping in the adjoining room, came out and saw 
their parents being beaten mercilessly. One of the militants opened fire injuring 
the brother of Shri Noor Ahmed. Sensing danger to the lives of their family 
members, Ms, Rukhsana Kosser and Shri Ajaz Ahmed caught hold of axes/ 
lathies lying in the room and attacked the militants.One of the militants ran away.

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Exhibiting courage, both sister and brother snatched the weapons from one of the 
militants and killed him on the spot. They took their family members to safely. 
The second militant, who was injured, managed to escape under cover of 
darkness. Later, it was revealed that the militant killed by Ms. Rukhsana Kosser 
and Shri Ajaz Ahmed was the Div. Commander of Lashker-e-Taiba was involved 
in lot of innocent civilian killing and numerous attacks on security forces. 

Ms. Rukhsana Kosser and Shri Ajaz Ahmed exhibited exceptional bravery, 
presence of mind while fighting with dreaded armed militants.

SHRJ SANJAY BHAURAO SHINDE. LAXMI NARAYAN NAGAR, 
PUSAD. DISTRICT YAVATMAL. MAHARASHTRA 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award: 17 March, 2008] 


On March 17, 2008, Shri Manikrao Rambhay Sadavarte, aged 58 years 
working as Cashier in Post Office Pusad, District Yavatmal, withdrew an amount 
of Rs. 3 Lakh from the State Bank of India and hired an auto-rickshaw. All of 
sudden, two unknown persons came and assaulted him with a sharp weapon and 
attempted to rob the cash. Looking at the gravity of the incident, the driver of the 
auto-rickshaw namely Shri Sanjay Bhaurao Shinde caught one of them. As Shri 
Shinde obstructed their attempt to loot, the miscreant stabbed him ruthlessly with 
their weapons. Shri Shinde received severe injuries but did not lose courage and 
held on to the miscreant and started shouting loudly. As a result of this, a number 
of people gathered there and the criminals could not rob the money. However, 
they managed to flee away. In the process, Shri Shinde succumbed to his injuries. 

The gallant act of Shri Sanjay Bhaurao Shinde saved the life of the cashier 
of the post office and also prevented the robbing of Govt, money before making 
the supreme sacrifice while fighting the miscreants.

(POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award: 12 January, 2009] 

Operator Excavating Machinery Pritam Chand and Driver Mechanical 
Transport Grade-II Piar Chand were deployed for works at Km 465.00 on 
Akajan-Jonai road located in Dhemaji district of Assam which is highly infested 
with insurgent activities 
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On 12 Jan 2009 everyone in the camp went to their beds for sleeping after 
having dinner. When the generator was put off at 2100 Hrs, three unidentified 
insurgents entered into one of the barracks of this camp located at WMM Plant 
forcibly breaking the doors of the barrack. All three insurgents were armed with 
highly sophisticated weapons and tried to find out whereabouts of cash pertaining 
to labour payment, brought for disbursement and also about the manager. One of 
the GREF personnel who was sleeping close to the door replied negatively to 
their inquiry. Immediately one of the insurgent hit him on the forehead with butt 
due to which he became unconscious. 

Seeing attack on one of the colleague, Driver Mechanical Transport Grade- 
II Piar Chand and Operator Excavating Machinery Pritam Chand spontaneously 
shouted and jumped over the insurgents to over power and catch them showing 
braveness and without caring for the consequences. In the meantime one of the 
insurgents opened fire indiscriminately at DVRMT Piar Chand and OEM Pritam 
Chand. Both of them suffered bullet injuries. While Piar Chand immediately fell 
on his bed, Pritam Chand, despite bullet injuries, chased the miscreants before 
getting collapsed. The courage shown by them compelled the miscreants to leave 
and fled away from the camp. This act of OEM Pritam Chand and DVRMT Piar 
Chand saved the Govt, money pertaining to labour payment from loss and also 
the precious lives of other colleagues who were sleeping inside the camp. 

Operator Excavating Machinery Pritam Chand and Driver Mechanical 
Transport Grade-II Piar Chand displayed exceptional courage and made the 
supreme sacrifice while fighting the insurgents. 

4. IC-70145 LIEUTENANT SATBIR SINGH. SENA MEDAL. ARMY 
EDUCATIONAL CORPS / 12 MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY, 
(POSTHUMOUS) 


[Effective date of the award: 18 March, 2009] 

On 18 March 2009, at 2045 hours, Lieutenant Satbir Singh’s patrol 
established a mobile check post in Imphal West district, Manipur. 

Lieutenant Satbir Singh was commander of the covering party. From this 
group Sepoy Chandrakant was tasked to signal the vehicles to stop. While trying 
to stop a jeep, Sepoy Chandrakant was fired at by terrorists from the vehicle. He 
sustained gun shot wound on left thigh and fell on the road. Lieutenant Satbir 
Singh fired at the vehicle and pulled Sepoy Chandrakant to cover. During this, he 
sustained gun shot wound on left shoulder and armpit. He refused to be 
evacuated and ordered the search group to cover him and continued firing on the 
terrorists till he fell unconscious, thereby destroying the vehicle and forcing the 
terrorists to flee. Next day, during search, body of a slain terrorist with an AK-47 
rifle was recovered. 
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Lieutenant Sathir Singh displayed conspicuous bravery, determined 
perseverance and camaraderie. To save his injured buddy, Lieutenant Satbir 
Singh killed an armed terrorist and laid down his life in the highest traditions of 
the Army. 

5. .TC-520623 NA1B SUBEDAR NIRMAL SINGH, SENA MEDAL, 

DOGRA REGIMENT /11 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


[Effective date of the award: 02 April, 2009] 

Naib Subedar Nirmal Singh participated in an operation in a village in 
district Kishtwar (J&K) on 02 April 2009. 

JCO was part of column which established cordon at 02 April 2009 at 1100 
hours around suspect house in the village. JCO personally established close 
cordon and was positioned nearest to the target house. At 1715hrs on 02 April 
2009, one terrorist under intense covering fire from accomplice made desperate 
bid to escape by lobbing grenade at JCO. Displaying conspicuous bravery the 
JCO shot him at point black range. At 1730 hours another terrorist charged firing 
indiscriminately towards the stop. Realising danger to own troops, JCO 
unmindful of own safety fired a deadly accurate burst neutralising terrorist from 
just 25 yards who was later identified as Tehsil Commander of a outlawed 
terrorist outfit. 

Naib Subedar Nirmal Singh, displayed exceptional operational zeal and 
conspicuous gallantry under intense terrorist fire. 

6 . SS-39651 MAJOR AJAY SINGH. 11 th BATTALION THE 

MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY 


[Effective date of the award: 06 April, 2009] 

On 06 April 2009 about 1300 hours, Major Ajay Singh led a cordon and 
search party on specific intelligence about presence of terrorist in a village in 
district Kokrajhar, Assam. 

Major Ajay Singh realising the gravity of the situation mustered his party 
without wasting time and planned to cordon the village from five different 
directions, thereby denying the terrorist any opportunity to escape. Seeing the 
movement of Army in close proximity the terrorist got flustered and tried to 
break through the cordon by firing and entered a bamboo grove close by. Major 
Ajay Singh immediately ordered cordoning of the grove while himself returning 
fire and inching closer. Sensing the disadvantage of fading light, he charged into 
the grove despite coming under fire and in an extremely daring act single 
handedly eliminated the terrorist at point blank range. The elimination of the 
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terrorist averted a major tragedy that could have befallen had he planted the 
Improvised Explosive Device. One Bulgarian made pistol alongwith 
ammunition, one kilogram explosives, detonators and other Improvised 
Explosive Device material were recovered from the terrorist. 

Major Ajay Singh displayed act of conspicuous gallantry in the face of 
adversity, tenacity and exemplary raw courage unmindful of personal safety. 

7. IC-64074 MAJOR SHISHIR JUNEJA. ARMOURED CORPS / 8 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award: 18 April, 2009] 

Based on reliable inputs about presence of terrorists, Major Shishir Juneja 
established cordon around a village in district Doda, Jammu & Kashmir in the 
night of 17-18 April 2009. At around 0900hrs while carrying out house-to-house 
search the team came under heavy volume of fire from a locked house. 
Displaying keen tactical acumen he immediately re-organized his team covering 
all escape routes. 

Displaying presence of mind and ingenuity to smoke out terrorists he 
closed in to the house lobbing smoke grenades and set fire to a stack of wet hay 
in turn, drawing heavy volume of fire. One terrorist jumped out of the window, 
charged firing to break cordon. Major Juneja retaliated displaying dogged 
determination killing him in hand to hand combat. With utter disregard to 
personal safety he swiftly entered the house through the window lobbed a 
grenade and charged at the second terrorist, Tehsil Commander of a terrorist 
outfit, killing him in close combat. 

Major Shishir Juneja displayed conspicuous bravery and leadership, 
unflinching devotion to duty, audacity, valour and raw courage in the face of 
heavy hostile fire. 

8 . 9103039 RIFLEMAN SURAT PRAKASH. JAMMU AND KASHMIR 

LIGHT INFANTRY/10 RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS! 

[Effective date of the award: 19 April, 2009] 

Rifleman Suraj Prakash was part of battalion ghatak team. On 19 April 
2009, on receipt of information of presence of dreaded terrorists in general area 
in Doda district, Jammu & Kashmir, battalion ghatak team was launched to 
eliminate them 

While carrying out search, Rifleman Suraj Prakash volunteered for forced 
house entry that had no covered approach. While tactically approaching the target 
house, he came under accurate fire from the house. Though grievously injured, he 
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charged forward taking cover of the wall of the house. Covering fire of won 
party was adversely affected by heavy fire by the terrorists. With utter disregard 
to his personal safety and displaying raw courage, he crawled towards the open 
door and lobbed a grenade, rushed inside and killed one female terrorist. The 
second terrorist took cover and started firing indiscriminately on the soldier. 
Rifleman Suraj Prakash, not deterred with his serious injuries pounched on the 
terrorist with lightening speed and killed him in hand to hand combat. In the 
process of eliminating two hardcore terrorists in close combat, he sustained fatal 
injuries. 

Rifleman Suraj Prakash displayed unmatched bravery, presence of mind, 
dogged determination and made the supreme sacrifice. 

9. IC-63920 MAJOR DIPANKAR DEY, 39 ASSAM RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award: 03 May, 2009] 

On receiving specific intelligence regarding presence of armed terrorists in 
a village in Imphal West, Manipur, Major Dipankar Dey launched an operation 
on 03 May 2009 at 2130 hours. 


While approaching the village, Major Dipankar Dey noticed suspicious 
movement of three to four persons astride jungle. On being challenged the 
persons started running towards the jungle while firing indiscriminately at the 
team with automatic weapons. Major Dipankar Dey immediately deployed the 
team tactically, brought down effective fire and pinned down the terrorists. 
During the ensuing fire fight which lasted for about fifty minutes, the terrorists 
hurled grenades towards Major Dipankar Dey to break contact. 

To break the impasse Major Dipankar quickly organized a small team and 
disregarding personal safety, moved to the flank of the hidden terrorists under 
heavy hostile automatic fire and hurled grenades at terrorists and simultaneously 
ordered to fire illumination from 2’ 1 mortar, resulting in dislodging them and 
giving away their position. Finding themselves exposed the terrorists started 
running into the jungle. Displaying exceptional courage and conspicuous bravery, 
Major Dipankar chased and personally shot down two terrorists with precision 
fire from close quarters while others managed to escape. 


Major Dipankar Dey displayed exceptional leadership, dogged 
determination and exceptional courage under heavy hostile fire and eliminated 
two hardcore terrorists. 
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10. 1C-61038 MAJOR HARMEET SINGH SAMRA. RAIPUT 
REGIMENT /10 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award: 08 May, 2009] 

On 08 May 2009, based on specific information about two terrorists, Major 
Harmeet Singh Samra established a tight cordon around a suspect house in 
district Doda, Jammu & Kashmir. Displaying presence of mind and ingenuity he 
evacuated all civilians. He then carried out detailed meticulous search of the 
house, thereby discovering an ingeniously concealed hideout inside a wooden 
almirah. Initiating contact, he drew heavy fire from the terrorists, which resulted 
in splinter injury on head to his buddy. With utter disregard to personal safety, he 
rushed and pulled his buddy out inspite of heavy fire. The dreaded self styled 
Divisional Commander of a terrorist outfit, lobbed grenades and charged out 
firing at the officer. Displaying nerves of steel the officer retaliated, exhibiting 
fierce dogged delimitation, killing the dreaded terrorist in hand to hand combat. 
Displaying raw courage, the officer entered the house after lobbing grenade and 
charged at second terrorist and killed him in close combat. 

Major Harmeet Singh Samra displayed outstanding leadership qualities, 
valour, tenacity, audacity, indomitable courage in the face of hostile fire. 

11. G/114735 HAVILDAR THANGJALET. 11 ASSAM RIFLES 
(POSTHUMOUS) 


[Effective date of the award: 12 May, 2009] 

On 12 May 2009, based on input regarding movement of militants in 
general area in Tamenglong, Manipur, two operational columns were launched to 
carry out area domination in the village. Havildar Thangjalet was part of the 
operational column under Naib Subedar Mohan. 

At approximately 2000 hours on 12 May 2009 while the leading column 
was approaching the Village it came under effective small arms fire of militants. 
The second column under Naib Subedar Mohan was tasked to occupy dominating 
height and engage the under grounds firing towards the leading column. 
Havildar Thangjalet, who was manning the Light Machine Gun, moved under 
cover of darkness and took position behind a thick tree trunk from where he 
effectively engaged the militants. 

At approximately 1030 hours on 13 May 2009, Havildar Thangjalet 
observed few undergrounds moving towards Khongbung High Ground. He took 
aimed fire and shot down two undergrounds on the spot. The militants 
immediately retaliated with heavy fire that caused multiple bullet injuries to 
Havildar Thangjalet. He was asked by his buddy to pull back to a safe location, 
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however, he refused and with utter disregard to his personal safety continued 
firing thereby injuring two more undergrounds. He kept on firing from his 
weapon till he became unconscious due to profuse bleeding. He later succumbed 
to his injuries during his evacuation. 

Havildar Thangjalet displayed conspicuous bravery, undaunting courage 
and fearless determination in fighting the terrorists and made the supreme 
sacrifice. 

12. SS-41214 MAJOR JUGMAL SINGH VAGHELA. 11 th BATTALION 

THE JAT REGIMENT 

[Effective date of the award: 22 May, 2009] 

Based on specific input regarding impending infiltration attempt by a 
group of terrorists, an operation was launched in general area in Kupwara district, 
Jammu & Kashmir. 

On 22 May 2009, Major Jugmal Singh Vaghela led by example the team 
that foiled infiltration bid by three armed foreign terrorists. The officer on 
observing three heavily armed terrorists in area astride Green Patch retained wits 
and let them move 30 meters into the killing area. Displaying perseverance, 
composure and maintaining complete surprise the officer killed one terrorist with 
first aimed shot followed by heavy volume of fire. Two terrorists ran and took 
cover behind thick trees and boulders and continued retaliating with 
indiscriminate firing. Completely undeterred and disregarding his personal safety 
the officer displaying highest standards of field craft crawled under hostile fire to 
block terrorist’s escape route towards line of control. After closing in he lobbed 
hand grenades on terrorists from an advantageous position resulting in 
elimination of another terrorist in close quarter battle. 

Major Jugmal Singh Vaghela displayed act of conspicuous bravery, 
exemplary courage and leadership qualities in the face of heavy odds. 

13. IC-64088 CAPTAIN PAURUSH PRADHAN. KUMAON REGIMENT 
/ 26 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award: 05 June, 2009] 

Captain Paurush Pradhan was tracking the move of three hardcore 
terrorists in Doda district, Jammu & Kashmir. He employed innovative means to 
gather intelligence and operate. The officer carried out protracted interaction with 
the brother of a terrorist and finally convinced him to arrange a meeting. On 05 
June 2009 the officer led a column to the hideout. On reaching, the officer 
appreciated the terrain and established an innovative cordon of the hideout 
thereby cutting out all likely escape routes. Subsequently at first light he resited 
the cordon. 
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The terrorists came out of the hideout unsuspectingly. On seeing the 
security forces, the terrorists opened indiscriminate fire. Seeing the gravity of the 
situation and exposing himself to the fire of the terrorist, the officer lobbed a 
grenade and neutralized one terrorist. Thereafter another terrorist came out of the 
hideout towards the officer firing indiscriminately. Captain Pradhan immediately 
came out in open and neutralized him from point blank range. 

Captain Paurush Pradhan displayed conspicuous act of bravery, exemplary 
leadership, commitment to duty and fierce guts. 

14. IC-59470 MAJOR MANOJ ARUPARAYIL POTHEN, SENA 

MEDAL. 4™ BATTALION THE STKH LIGHT INFANTRY 

[Effective date of the award: 07 June, 2009] 

On 07 June 2009 at around 2000 hours, based on information regarding 
movement of terrorists in general area Nij Depheli, a well deliberated, 
orchestrated plan was made to establish multiple ambushes in general area in 
district Baksa, Assam to trap the terrorists. Major Manoj Aruparayil Pothen was 
commander of one of the ambush parties placed at likely escape routes. At 
around 2330 hours the officer ambush party’s closed on to the terrorist’s area, 
two personnel were observed movement suspiciously. On being challenged the 
personnel tried to flee and fired on the ambush party to break contact. 

Major Manoj Aruparayil Pothen immediately alerted his party displaying 
exemplary presence of mind. The terrorists realizing that they had been trapped, 
fired on the party and lobbed grenades to break contact. The officer tactically 
repositioned himself and his party to chase the fleeing terrorists. With utter 
disregard to his own personal safety showing courage of highest order the officer 
chased and neutralised two terrorists. A large cache of arms and ammunition 
were recovered from the terrorists. ' 

Major Manoj Aruparayil Pothen displayed bravery, indomitable courage to 
follow in fighting the terrorists. 

15. 4478544 LANCE NAIK DAVINDER SINGH. 4™ BATTALION THE 

SIKH LIGHT INFANTRY 

[Effective date of the award: 14 June, 2009] 

Based on specific information about movement of terrorists with arms and 
ammunition in general area in district Baksa, Assam, a cordon and search 
operation was launched. At around 2330 hours on 13 lh June, 2009 stops 
established on all routes of ingress and egress. 
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At approx 1100 hours on 14 June 2009, own source confirmed the 
presence of terrorists in a bamboo grove in the outskirts of village Dakshin 
Jhargaon. Captain Anmol Bhargava and his party moved tactically and started 
cordoning the bamboo grove. The terrorist on spotting the army started firing 
indiscriminately and tried to break the cordon. Lance Naik Davinder Singh, 
showing exemplary courage and presence of mind took advantage of covering 
fire being provided by C-apt Anmol Bhargava, repositioned himself and brought 
down two terrorists by accurate fire. The remaining terrorists realizing the 
futility of fire fight, tried to flee away. Lance Naik Davinder Singh showing 
bravery of highest order, chased the fleeing terrorists and neutralized one more 
terrorist by accurate fire. A large cache of arms and ammunitions were 
recovered from the terrorists. 

Lance Naik Davinder Singh displayed exemplary act of an exceptionally 
high order of bravery, indomitable courage to follow and neutralise three 
terrorists. 

16. IC-63580 CAPTAIN MUDASSAR IQBAL. 2 NU BATTALION THE 

BIHAR REGIMENT 

[Effective date of the award: 17 June, 2009] 

Captain Mudassar Iqbal, systematically and relentlessly developed 
intelligence network for three months around hard core terrorists of a dreaded 
terrorist outfit operating in Assam-Arunachal Pradesh Border, who were involved 
in killing of innocent people, police personnel, sabotage and extortion in Dhemaji 
district. 

On 16 June 2009 reliable information was received regarding presence of 
the terrorist along with two armed cadres in a village in Dhemaji district of 
Assam. The source explained the target area 3 kilometres short, for fear of being 
detected. Captain Mudassar Iqbal with intimate knowledge of terrain planned a 
meticulous operation and approached target area walking through dense jungle 
around midnight. As strike team reached suspected house, terrorists opened 
indiscriminate fire on him at close range. Undeterred, displaying nerves of steel 
and indomitable courage, the officer retaliated with effective fire, closed on the 
terrorist amid volley of bursts and single handcdly shot dead the dreaded who 
was engaging the officer with AK 56 rifle. 

Meanwhile, the second party engaged terrorists from other side. On being 
trapped, a terrorist broke contact and taking cover of darkness tried to flee while 
firing heavily at own party. Captain Mudassar Iqbal and his buddy with utter 
disregard to personal safety, displaying rare courage and determination chased 
him for 300 meters, closed on and shot him dead after fierce encounter. 
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Captain Mudassar Iqbal displayed raw courage, undaunted bravery beyond 
the call of duty and decimated two terrorists single handedly. 

17. IC-46936 LIEUTENANT COLONEL SANJAY KAUSHIK. MADRAS 
REGIMENT / 8 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award: 01 July, 2009] 

On 01 July 2009 at 1300hrs, Lieutenant Colonel Sanjay Kaushik leading 
the Battalion Ghatak column, moved on reliable input about presence of four 
terrorists in a house at a village in district Doda, Jammu & Kashmir. On the spot 
interrogation provided input that the terrorists were likely hiding in the adjoining 
forest. The officer displayed tactical acumen by immediately resiting the cordon 
and coordinating a two pronged probe to locate terrorists in the forest which had 
dense foliage and steep slopes. On being probed the terrorists fired on own 
parties and spread along a nala, covered with big boulders and dense foliage. 
The firefight continued in heavy rainstorm for approx two hours, when the officer 
anticipating approaching fading light, crawled forward from a flank against 
heavy fire and charged after throwing grenades. Disregarding personal safety, 
he closed in and killed two terrorists from point blank range and facilitated 
neutralization of the third terrorist. 

Lieutenant Colonel Sanjay Kaushik displayed audacity, raw courage, 
leadership of a very high order in face of terrorists’ fire and killed two hardcore 
terrorists. 

18. IC-63409 MAJOR NN VENKATA SRIRAM. MADRAS REGIMENT 
/ 8 RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award: 17 July, 2009] 

On 17 July 2009, based on reliable inputs about presence of terrorists, 
Major NN Venkata Sriram displaying keen tactical acumen, established effective 
cordon around suspected houses at a village in Doda district, Jammu & Kashmir, 
blocking all escape routes. 

After first light, while searching the suspected houses, the team came 
under heavy volume of automatic fire. Displaying presence of mind and 
ingenuity to smoke out terrorists, Major Sriram alongwith his buddy closed in to 
the house and lobbed grenades and threw burning sacks through a window. 
While doing this, when one terrorist fired at him from the window, the officer 
holding his nerves, swiftly retaliated, shooting him dead from point blank range. 
Thereafter, he swiftly entered the house through the window and charged at the 
second terrorist, Section Commander of a terrorist outfit, killing him in close 
combat. 
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Major NN Venkata Sriram displayed unflinching devotion to duty, 
audacity, leadership of a very high order, valour and raw courage in the face of 
heavy hostile fire and killed two terrorists besides facilitating apprehension of a 
female terrorist. 

19. IC-57255 MAJOR KUMAR ANKUR. SENA MEDAL. 12™ 

BATTALION THE BIHAR REGIMENT 


[Effective date of the award: 27 July, 2009] 

Based on specific surveillance input regarding impending infiltration 
attempt by a group of terrorists an operation was launched in general area in 
Kupwara district, Jammu & Kashmir. 

On 27 July 2009, Major Kumar Ankur, led by example the team that 
foiled infiltration bid by three armed foreign terrorists. The officer on observing 
three heavily armed terrorists in general area retained wits and let them move into 
the killing area. Displaying perseverance, composure and maintaining complete 
surprise the officer killed one terrorist with first aimed shot. Two terrorists ran 
and took cover behind big boulders and continued retaliating with indiscriminate 
firing. Completely undeterred and disregarding his personal safety the officer 
crawled under hostile fire to block terrorist’s escape route towards line of control. 
After closing in, he lobbed hand grenades on terrorists from an advantageous 
position resulting in elimination of another terrorist in close quarter battle. 

Major Kumar Ankur, displayed act of conspicuous bravery and valour with 
tactical acumen and leadership qualities in the face of heavy odds. 

20. IC-65220 MAJOR JEEVAN B. 11™ BATTALION THE .IAT 

REGIMENT 


[Effective date of the award: 04 August, 2009] 

Based on hard intelligence by a unit source, Major Jeevan B planned and 
discreetly deployed small mission oriented teams along appreciated route of 
infiltration by terrorists in Kupwara district, Jammu & Kashmir. 

At 1930 hours on 04 August 2009 on spotting the terrorists, the officer 
retained composure, maintained surprise and sprung the ambush bringing down 
one terrorist with aimed fire. As the dark hours set in, intermittent fire exchange 
between terrorists and own men continued throughout the night. At first light 
Major Jeevan B commenced the search and came under heavy effective terrorist 
fire from the initial contact sight. Undeterred and retaining balance under 
adversity the officer retaliated fire after taking cover and killed one terrorist. 
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While searching further, he again came under indiscriminate fire from extremely 
close range from the second terrorist hiding behind a big fallen tree. Under 
covering fire from his buddy the officer displaying exceptional raw courage 
crawled under hostile fire and eliminated the second terrorist in close quarter 
battle. 


Major Jeevan B displayed exemplary courage, conspicuous bravery and 
exceptional leadership while fighting the terrorists. 

21. IC-63809 CAPTAIN TUSHAR DHASMANA. 6 th BATTALION THE 

PARACHUTE REGIMENT 


[Effective date of the award: 07 August, 2009] 

Based on intelligence Captain Tushar Dhasmana laid an ambush in general 
area in Bandipore district, Jammu & Kashmir. 

At 1830 hours on 07 August 2009 the officer noticed movement of 
terrorists in the Nala at close range. He assessed that alerting the ambush parties 
would jeopardize the operation so he and his buddy sidestepped from their 
location and surprised the terrorists. The terrorists immediately opened fire and 
attempted to escape. The officer held on to his nerve and expeditiously returned 
fire instantly killing one terrorist. The remaining terrorists ran downstream. The 
officer sensing the need, jumped out from his position and fearlessly moved with 
his buddy to cut off the escaping terrorists. Displaying exemplary calmness and 
steely grit he closed in with the terrorists and shot dead the second terrorist at 
extreme close range. Just at that moment the third terrorist attempted to target 
the officer from his rear. With lightning reflexes the officer lobbed a grenade 
onto the hiding terrorist and followed it by a volley of fire resulting in his 
elimination. 

Captain Tushar Dhasmana displayed act of conspicuous bravery and 
indomitable courage of high order while fighting the terrorists. 

22. IC-67238 CAPTAIN LOKESH KUMAR. 9 th BATTALION THE 

PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 

[Effective date of the award: 10 August, 2009] 

Captain Lokesh Kumar was tasked to lay multiple ambushes in a remote 
area in the Pir Panjal ranges in district Reasi, Jammu & Kashmir. 

On 10 August 2009 at 0530 hours, Captain Lokesh Kumar having 
maintained absolute surprise, noticed movement of three terrorists away from his 
ambush position. Displaying a high level of initiative and aggression, the officer 
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maneuvered his squad and closed in with the terrorists. At the opportune 
moment, Captain Lokesh Kumar opened accurate fire, killing one terrorist on the 
spot. The remaining terrorists though taken by surprise, brought down 
indiscriminate fire on own troops. Sensing danger to his troops, Captain Lokesh 
Kumar moved under fire to a vantage position and killed the second terrorist at 
close range. The exemplary action of Captain Lokesh Kumar galvanized his 
squad to kill the third terrorist after an intense firefight. 


Captain Lokesh Kumar displayed dynamic leadership and conspicuous 
gallantry in the face of intense terrorist fire and eliminated all three top hardcore 
terrorists. 


23. 1C-60656 MAJOR ANUJ SINGH, BRIGADE OF THE GUARDS / 59 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

[Effective date of the award: 14 August, 2009] 

Based on a long term innovative and surgical intelligence plan, Major Anuj 
Singh launched an operation against hardcore terrorists in Reasi district, Jammu 
& Kashmir. The officer undertook an extremely difficult approach to target area 
in upper reaches of Pir Panjal Mountains, in rugged inhospitable terrain, 
involving high risk to life owin^ to mountaineering odds where he established a 
surveillance point for over five days without any replenishment. On 14 August 
2009 at 1645 hours observing suspicious movement, when Major Anuj Singh 
challenged, he came under heavy terrorist fire. He immediately retaliated and 
killed one terrorist. Remaining three terrorists took cover behind some rocks and 
started to engage own troops with heavy fire. Sensing danger to own troops, 
Major Anuj Singh crawled forward and killed another terrorist. Remaining two 
terrorists were later eliminated by the small team. Terrorists killed were later 
identified as top leaders of a dreaded terrorist outfit. 

Major Anuj Singh displayed act of exceptional bravery and leadership with 
total disregard to his life while fighting the terrorists. 

24. IC-69343 CAPTAIN ANOOP PANDEY. 4 th BATTALION THE 

RAJPUT REGIMENT 

[Effective date of the award: 22 August, 2009] 

Captain Anoop Pandey was the leader of a small quick reaction team with 
seven Other Ranks. On receipt of information about a likely infiltration bid close 
to line of control in Kupwara district, Jammu & Kashmir, at an altitude of 
approximately 13000 feet, he launched his group for a possible contact. 

At 1910 hours on 22 August 2009, in the fading light suspicious movement 
of terrorists was noticed. Exercising great restraint and tactical acumen he 
allowed the terrorists to get close to the ambush and in the process injured one. 
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The injured terrorist took effective cover and brought down accurate fire on own 
ambush. In an exhibition of great courage, leadership and battle craft he out 
manoeuvred terrorist and eliminated him. 

The other terrorist was desperate and was effectively blocking the 
progress. Assessing the situation and under cover of fire of his group, Capt 
Anoop Pandey closed on to the terrorist, lobbed a grenade and then in close 
combat eliminated him. 

Captain Anoop Pandey displayed act of bravery and raw courage at the 
peril of his own safety in fighting the terrorists. 

25. IC-56413 MAJOR AKASH SINGH. 5 th BATTALION THE 

MARATHA LIGHT INFANTRY (POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award: 08 September, 2009] 

On 08 September 2009, after receiving information of infiltration attempt 
in general area in Mendhar Sector, district Poonch, Jammu & Kashmir, Major 
Akash Singh quickly laid ambush at Rocket Support by 2210 hours. Displaying 
astute courage he waited for the terrorists to close in to the ambush by exercising 
strict fire control. He sprung ambush at 2345 hours to the complete surprise of 
the terrorists and killed one terrorist. Observing outflanking movement of other 
terrorist and sensing danger, Major Akash Singh took the initiative and swiftly 
moved to effectively engage him. In the ensuing intense and close exchange of 
fire with the terrorist he succeeded in grievously injuring the second terrorist. In 
this process, he suffered gun shot wound on right side of chest but with utter 
disregard to his personal safety, he continued to engage the other fleeing 
terrorists till his last breath. 

Major Akash Singh displayed exceptional courage and bravery in close 
combat while fighting the terrorists and made the supreme sacrifice in the finest 
traditions of the Indian Army. 

26. CHANDRA SHEKHAR. POWTR CD IIL (120351-A) 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

[Effective date of the award: 21 September, 2009] 

Chandra Shekhar, POWTR CD III was part of the MARCOS team which 
was deployed in Jammu & Kashmir for counter terrorist operations. 

On 21 September 2009 a team of MARCOS were deployed in a highly 
vulnerable task to search and destroy 04 hardcore LET tanzeem terrorists in 
general area of Tangmulla forest near Ladua village in north Kashmir. The entire 
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area is thickly vegetated with heavy undergrowth restricting visibility to barely 
10-12 feet. 

The team familiarised itself and carried out a deliberate briefing of the 
contact area, position of the other cordons and the last known movement of the 
terrorists. Due to the dense vegetation, the team carried out the search in buddy 
pairs maintaining surprise and positive communication with each other. The team 
found blood trails indicating that the terrorist was in close vicinity and likely 
wounded. Soon the terrorists' position was zeroed in and heavy firefight ensued. 
However, .the pinned down terrorist fired indiscriminately at the buddy pair. The 
buddy pair of Chandra Shekhar retaliated and in the ensuing fire fight, the buddy 
was shot on the neck and collapsed. Chandra Shekhar with total disregard to his 
personal safety crawled and evacuated him to relative safety, simultaneously 
pinning down the terrorist through retaliatory fire with the other hand. This 
gallant action of selflessness not only surprised the terrorists but also inflicted 
fatal injury to one of them. During the evacuation, Chandra Shekhar was shot by 
the terrorist and was seriously injured. Later Chandra Shekhar succumbed to his 
injuries. 

Chandra Shekhar, POWTR CDIll displayed exceptional courage and 
initiative in the face of great danger and made supreme sacrifice in saving the life 
of his buddy.
